Setting off in 
hot pursuit, the Fages party 
trailed the miscreants, captured 
them, then explored the entire 
region, making maps, keeping 
a chronicle, interviewing the 
Indians, and killing many deer 
and bears. 


Today, tourists in California 


rarely see bears, but they still 
thrill to the beauty - of

mountains, now traversed by 
the new divided Highway 99, 
formerly known as the "most 
dangerous highway in the na- 
tion" but now hailed as one of 
the finest and safest.

EXICANS of Southern 
California will Join In 
celebratlr ; 
Mexico's 


moat Important patriotic cele- 
bration next Saturday night 
and Sunday, their colorful "El 
Dia de Independenda." Exactly 
141 years ago the soldier-priest, 
Fra Miguel Hidalgo y Costllla, 
performed the most daring act 
of his career. 


On Sept. 15, in Delores, 


Guanajuato, Mexico, he rang 
the church bell at 11 p. m., sup- 
posedly to call his people to 
worship. But Instead, he sound- 
ed the famous cry, "El Grltol", 
his nation's cry ft freedom". Hi- 
dalgo told his countrymen to 
take up arms to overthrow the 
tyrannical rule of Spain. In his 
hand the priest held a statue of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe, the 
patron saint of Mexico, as he 
led the crowd in shouting "Viva 
La Independenda de Mexico!" 


The news of this courageous 


deed quickly spread through 
the country; and the campaign 
began that finally 
brought 


about Mexico's freedom from 
the mother land. So it's not sur- 
prising that this holiday rates 
with the Mexicans as the 
Fourth of July does v.-ith U. S. 
citizens.

Since 1810, this historic scene 


has been re-enacted each year 
on Sept. 16 in Mexico City and 
in many other communities. 
The streets are gaily decorated 
with colored lights in the na- 
tional colors, red. white, green. 
Countless flags wave from win- 
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Lively scenes and gay costumes mark the celebration by Mexican residents of 
the U. S. of their mother country's Independence Day on September 15 and 16.

••• of Independence is read; 
the "liberty bell" sounds; and 
the national anthems both of 
Mexico "and the United States 
are sung; then the call, "El 
Grito!" is heard and.taken up 
by the crowd jammed in Spring 
St. to celebrate "Fiestas Pa- 
trias"; and one hears many 
cries of "Viva Mexico!" and 
"Viva America!" 


The festivities c o n t i n u e 


through the next day. Thou- 
sands of Mexicans gather at 
Lincoln 
Bark,' where 
floral 


tributes are placed at the foot 
of the statue of Miguel Hi- 
dalgo. There are appropriate 
ceremonies by various groups; 
and an honor color guard 
forms at the statue lor a mo- 
mer|t of silent tribute.; There is 
more speech-making and sing- 
ing, and dancing by young peo- 
ple In colorful costumes. There 


are sounds of castanets as in- 
tricate steps are performed. 
That evening the visiting, celeb- 
rities are entertained with a' 
banquet 
and • formal 
ball. 


THINGS* are very gay at Ol- 
•"• vera St. on these two days. 
Bells in front of . Avila House 
are rung and "El Grito!" is 
heard. A life-sized picture of 
Hidalgo occupies a place of 
honoi on the decorated porch 
of Avlla House, over which the 
flags of Spain, Mexico, and the 
United States have flown. The 
children of Olvera Street, after 
a program of songs and dances, 
place a wreath., and garlands of 
flowers before the hero's por- 
trait, and relive the story of 
the village priest who Incited 
the peasants to rebellion., 


Unfortunately, some • Ameri- 


cans confuse this anniversary 
with that of May'5—Cinco de 
Mayo—and believe the earlier 
fiesta the same as our Fourth 
of July. Although • Cinco 
de 


Mayo is also an important Mex- 
ican historical holiday, it com- 


. memorates an event that oc- 


curred 52 years after• "El Gri- 
to!" had sounded. It denotes the. 
Mexican resistance to the in- 
vading French forces ^at Fueb- 
la, Mexico, on May 5,. 1862, and 
symbolizes Mexico's driving the 
Interlopers from her soil. 
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The Ridge Route was once declared to be "the most dangerous highway in the nation." The new superhighway 
leading inland from Southern California is considered to be one of the finest in the entire United Slates. 


Ridge Route, as it is called; 
leaves north Los Angeles, 
passes through several suburbs, 
then curves by easy stages up 
over the summit of the Tehach- 
apis—n a m e d from the Sho- 
shone Indian word meaning 
"the land of many acorns and 
clear water"—and on down to . 
Bakersfield for a total distance 
of only 111 miles. 


Historically minded tourists 


will reserve an entire day lor 
the tour, for the road is rich 
in Indian, Spanish and pioneer 
lore. In Glendale, they may 
visit the Casa Adobe de San 
Rafael, the Spanish grandee 
home built in 1868, and still 
preserved even down to the 
kitchen utensils. Nearby is the 
Casa (house) de Catalina Ver- 
dugo, across from which stands 
the huge >oak "tree under which 
Gen. Andres Pico camped the 
last night before surrendering 
California .to the American 
forceS' olf'^en. John C.' Fremont 
on Jari:v14, 1847. 


Along this road traveled not 


only the monks and the con- 
quistadores but also the early 
trappers, gold-seekers, settlers • 
and bandits such as Joaquin 
Murietta. Here, too, passed the 
pioneer stagecoaches, u n d e r 
the heavy guard, of soldiers 
from Fort Tejon, built high in 
the Tehachapis in 1854 as an 
outpost against marauding In- 
dians. And here, during the 
Civil War was stationed the' 
ill-fated camel brigade, import- 
ed from Asia to carry supplies 
across the deadly desert near 
'by. The fort has now been re- 
stored, and provides an attrac- 
tive picnic spot among the an- 
cient cottonwood and live oak 
trees. 


H U N D R E D FEET 


north of the fort a party 


of Bakersfield hikers found an 
old oak tree on which were cut 
these words: .PETER LEBEC, 
KILLED BY A BEAR, OCTR. 
17, 1837. Digging in the shal- 
low grave, they uncovered the 
skeleton of young Peter Le- 
bequc, a French-Canadian who 
had come south to make a for- 
tune in trapping beaver and 
other fur-bearing animils, but 
had found death instead. 


Leaving Fort Tejon.on the 


rain-eroded heights of {he Te- 
hachapis, the road passes 
through groves of native trees 
and mountain meadows, car- 
peted from February to May 
with hundreds of acres of deep 
purple lupine' and flaming Cal- 
ifornia poppies. Far ahead, the 
traveler can now look down on 
the bee-line strip of perfect 
highway leading directly into 
the city of Bakersfield, through 
cotton fields reminiscent of the 
Deep South, and vast fields of 
oil derricks which make this 
district one of the wealthiest in 
the entire world./

even more. The unusual shape 
of the corner lot nt 2<M1 Xlm- 
•eno Ave. called lor a floor plan 
that would gain dividends from 
comparatively large size. 


The Hartshorns saw no rea- 


ion why all the walls of a 
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house had to be at right angles 
to each other, especially oh a 
pie-shaped lot such as theirs. 
By building the garage .at an 
angle to the kitchen wing, the 
terrace outside the living-din- 
ing room is secluded in the an- 
gle at which the garage Is 
placed. 


Clerestory windows In 
the 


bedroom wing provide good 
general light when the other 
windows must be draped for 
privacy. Large windows over- 
look the back garden for an in- 
teresting view. The front gar- 
den is brought Inside through 
a wall of glass in the living 
room. 


Landscaping Is planned to 


make the most of the lot and 
to show off the house to its 
best advantage, A low rail 
fence frames the lawn behind 
Ivy geraniums in the 
frpnt 


garden, 


In the back yard, space has 


been allotted for dining, relax- 


ing, sports and for a service 
area. Concrete slabs have been 
laid under the roof overhang, 
under the' clothes line and -at 
the end of the 
yard where 


games may be played. 
The 


lawn portion of the yard is 
large enough so that there is a 
green area but hot so large 
that the Hartshorns are slaves 
to the lawn mower. A planting 
area of brick near the center 
of the yard makes a bright 
spot of flowers. 


WN THE living room a clever 
* trick

angles. The ceiling follows the 


slope of the roof to create an 
impression of Spaciousness, yet' 
a dropped ceiling of natural 
wood over the fireplace con- 
tributes a cozy corner.

Then .wrap a cloth around 


the faucet cap, loosen .it with a 
wrench, and unscrew the fau- 
cet stem. At the bottom of 
this you'll find the screw that 
holds the washer in place. 'A 
screwdriver takes care of this 
phase of the operation, and aft- 
er you've replaced the worn 
washer with a new one of ex- 
actly the same size, you just 
reverse the whole proqess. 


If this doesn't stop the leak, 


it may be because you've let It 
drip too long and damaged the 
valve seat, which is down In- 
side the faucet, with the worn- 
out washer. 
You'll need a 


gadget called a valve-seat 
reamer, which your hardware 
man carries,. to ream things 
out so that the washer makes 
a snug fit again. 


If the leak isn't a drip from 


the end of the faucet, but a 


. sort of welling up through the 


cap, remove the cap nut and 
.replace the packing washers. 


Sometimes you'll' find the 


faucets leak where they're at- 
tached to the supply- pipe. For 
some reason this'happens most 
often with faucets for hose 
connections outside the house 
or in the garage. Cotton string 
wound tightly around tb,e con- 
necting threads" and daubed 
with a plumbers compound 
will do the trick; nicely.

POPULAR porcelain- 


ware in 1863 came from 
the town of Belleek in 


Ireland, from which the ware 
takes its name. The first por- 
celain 
factory 
was 
located 


about six miles from the sea 
directly west 'of Belfast. It is 
said that a felspathic clay stra- 
tum was first discovered on 
the Castle Caldwell estate and 
in 1857 a Parianware factory 
was built upon the site. 


Belleek ware is quite distinct 


and easily recognized, due to 
the local materials used in its 
manufacture, for it is paper- 
thin and soft-toned. The vase, 
illustrated here, a family piece 
in the William N. Blancagniel 
home at 164 Syracuse Wk., is 
an excellent example of the 
charm and grace achieved at 
the Belleeck factory before the 
turn of the century. 


Because of its proximity to 


the sea, the early pieces of 
Belleek were adapted to marine 
plants, corals, mermaids, sea 
shells and general sea forms. 
At a ' later date, the workers 
copied patterns from other 
kilns, straying somewhat from 
the picturization of marine life. 


The process used in Belleek 


is this: After the 'clay is made 
into the consistency of thick 
cream, ft is poured into a mold 
and allowed to dry for a few 
minutes; then the mold is re- 
moved and the floral design 
is put on by hand, after which 
the ware is placed in a kiln 
where It is fired for 56 hours 
(using 17 tons of coal to each 
kiln).

k n o w n for its beautifully

woven baskets. This process 
consists of putting the clay. 
through a machine and, as the 
strands'come put they are cut 
into proper lengths and then, 
woven by hand over plaster 
forms. 


After the ware is painted, it 


is then fired again at a low 
heat. This gives it a colorless 
effect. 


Marks on Belleeck ware con- 


sist of a round town with an 
Irish harp on the left and an 
Irish wolf hound on the right 
with a ribbon running beneath 
bearing 
the name Belleeck 


flanked by shamrock. The mod- 
ern ware has a circular Celtic 
symbol added to the above 
identification. The factory, still 
in operation, employs about 
150 workmen who carry on 
this fine art of porcelain mak- 
ing.

evergreen bush ' is ' unique in 
many respects.

its flowers alone but from 
rich coppery-colored leaf-like 
scales, curled in such a way 
and overlapping one another 
as to appear like a shrimp,' 
hence the popular name of the 
plant. 
Peeking out from un- 


der the coppery scales is the 
creamy two-lipped flower spot- 
ted with purple. 


Tho 
flower bracts, 
often 


three inches long, are borne in 
.great profusion on graceful 
arching branphes through most 
of the year. For contrast the 
luxuriant foliage is a delicate 
light green shade. 


The bush, growing not more 


than twor to three feet tall, is 
an ideal plant to set in masses 
beneath low windows or at 
either side of an entrance. It 
looks charming against a con- 
crete, stone or stucco wall and 
is equally effective beneath a 
rustic redwood fence. 


In the perennial border it 


blends well with yellow, blue 
or bronze flowers. Set in the 
foreground of tall yellow or 
bronze chrysanthemums, the 
plant shows to good advan- 
tage. 
And used as a. frame, 


bordering yellow or peach hi- 
biscus, 
the distinctive little 


shrimp plant makes a decora- 
tive display and can also be 
used in front of tall green 
shrubs.

The plant is well adapted for 


pot culture, for use in patio 
or on a terrace, the coppery 
tones.of its highly individual 
blooms 
blending effectively 


with the copper shade of the 
clay pot or urn. 


Cut branches of the plant 


lend themselves gracefully to 
clever 
flower 
arrangements 


that last indefinitely indoors. 
And, surprisingly, the unique 
flowers have been us'ed suc- 
cessfully in corsages. 


Good drainage is a "must" 


for the bush, which is a na-' 
tive of tropical America. 
It 


can stand plenty of heat, is 
easily grown in either sun or 
partial shade. 
However, you

These are the scenics that any 
•one of us can find right around 
home. 


Your photographic treatment 


of the little scenic will, of 
course, be somewhat different. 
You want a good bit of signifi- 
cant foreground detail, such as 
a tree branch which will frame' 
the view. You are chiefly con- 
cerned with the i n d i v i d u a l 
shapes of trees, fences, roads 
and buildings rather than with 
the masses characteristic of the 
grand scenics. 


As far as composition Is con- 


cerned, all you need do Is apply • 
the basic rules—making cer; 
tain that the picture has unity 
and that the wandering eye of 
the observer will always be led 
by your' arrangement to the 
center of interest. A pathway, 
roadway, or people in the fore- 


. ground can very well be used 


to lead the eye to this center.
